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PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 5TH Marcn, 1947. 


Dr. C. B. Williams, M.A., President, in the Chair. 


Present, 49 Fellows and 6 Visitors. 


_ The minutes of the meeting held on 5th February were confirmed and 
signed by the President. 


The names of the following candidates for election were read: For the 
first time : D. W. Hall, B.Sc., Professor V. V. Hickman, B.A., D.Sc., R. R. U.

The Secretary read the names of the following newly elected Fellows of 
the Society: Rajendra P. Chaudhuri, B.Sc.

Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting. 


Mr. E. Barnett, Mr. P. A. D. Lanktree, and Lieut.-Commander R. Burnett 
signed the Obligation Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 


A communication was made by Dr. H. E. Hinton, an abstract of which 
appeared on page 6. 

In addition: (1) Dr. V. B. Wigglesworth, F.R.S., made a communication 
on the site of penetration of inert dusts, the abstract of which was received 
too late for inclusion in the agenda. Dr. Wigglesworth stated that the im- 
portant factor in the action of the dusts is the simple abrasion of a film of 
wax that lies outside the epicuticle. The site of action could be tested by 
placing the insects in a silver solution, since it is known that the polyphenols 
which occur in the outer layers of the insect cuticle reduce ammoniacal silver- 
hydroxide. Larvae that had been moving over emery paper or had been 
dusted and subsequently placed in ammoniacal silver-hydroxide had the pro- 
jecting parts of the cuticle, from which the waxy layer had been removed, 
stained brown. Experiments made on a number of stored product beetles and 
other insects showed the rapid desiccation which occurred after the abrasion 
of the waxy layer by inert dusts. 

(2) Mrs. K. J. Richardson exhibited a specimen of the Hawkmoth 
Sataspes infernalis Westwood which had been observed drinking from pools 
whilst in flight in Western China. In the discussion which followed attention 
was drawn to other records of this habit in the SpuincipaE and in the 
TABANIDAE among the Diptera. Nearly all records concerned males.
